THIS MUST BE LOVE: ’Tis said that ab¬ 
sence makes the heart grow fonder. This 
aphorism was verified when, after a 104-day 
drought of the Thoroughbred sport, racing re¬ 
turned to Maryland on March 20. Laurel cut 
the first slice from the pie this year and opened 
its meeting on an auspicious note by drawing 
22,356 fans. 

Not only was the opening the earliest in the 
history of the State but it was the most success¬ 
ful since Laurel played host to its first customer 
on October 2, 1911. 

Laurels curtain raiser was originally sched¬ 
uled for Monday, March 22 but, in an eleventh- 
hour move, the Maryland Legislature approved 
the tracks request to stage an extra day of sport 
to make up for the program cancelled last fall 
because of a sudden snowstorm. The Racing 
Commission duly seconded the motion and 
Laurel elected to take its extra day on Saturday, 
March 20. Thus, the opening of Laurel’s 19-day 
meeting dovetailed Charles Town’s finale, but 
the Maryland State Fair Inc., suffered little in 
the brief encounter. 

There was no water, sand or snow skiing in 
the infield and the Governor didn’t punch out 
the first mutuel ticket, but the customers (the 
more astute bettors among them, anyway) got 
what they came for—first class racing. The fea¬ 
tured attraction for the inaugural was the $10,- 
000-added Capitol Handicap at six furlongs. It 
attracted a well-credentialed field of 13 but late 
scratches cut the starters to eleven. Hard rains 
had soaked the course on Friday night but brisk 
winds dried the track to a ’good” condition by 
post-time for the first race. The strip remained 
good” throughout the program. 

J. Bowes Bond again demonstrated his ability 
to send out a fresh and fit horse when Mrs. 
Samuel M. Pistorio’s Brazen Brat led throughout 
the three-quarter mile journey of the Capitol. 
Although it was the Sky Raider mare’s first out¬ 
ing since the Bowie meeting last fall the crowd 
sent her off a strong second choice to the Ada 
L. Rice entry of Cerise Reine and Mr. Paradise. 
The former, a filly of considerable ability and 
winner of the $50,000-added Santa Margarita 
Handicap at Santa Anita, was largely responsible 
for the Rice entry’s short odds of 13 to 5. 

Breaking from the number two slot, Brazen 
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Brat was sent to the front immediately by Nick 
"The Sheik” Shuk. Maintaining the rail posi¬ 
tion, she repulsed Sweet Vermouth’s persistent 
challenge and won under a mild hand ride. 
Sweet Vermouth, bred at Merryland Farm and 
sold by Danny Shea last year to A. H. "Frenchy” 
Bowen, held on for second money while Dinner 
Winner wore down leg-weary rivals to garner 
the show spot. 

Under her impost of 115, Brazen Brat was 
much the best and there were no excuses, save 
lack of conditioning, for the others. Algasir, 
winner of the last Capitol in 1952, tired to fin¬ 
ish eighth. Eatontown, hampered by the ex¬ 
treme outside post position, salvaged fourth 
money of $500. Cerise Reine, high weight in the 
field at 118, never threatened. 

Brazen Brat’s time was a passing fair 1:13J/5; 
it meant little since she was not under pressure 
and the track was seconds slower than its fastest. 
However, it was good enough to enrich the 
Pistorios by $7,900. 

The present season is Brazen Brat’s valedic¬ 
tory year on the track. Now a six-year-old, she 
is scheduled to be one of Tuscany’s first mates 
when he enters the stud next spring. 

Tuscany is the star of the Pistorio barn. He 
won five stakes in the fuschia and yellow of his 
sporting Howard County owners last year and 
was adjudged one of the best speed merchants 
in action. 

It was, in fact, because the Pistorios were 
shopping for suitable mares for Tuscany that 
they came to buy Brazen Brat last year. She, 
along with the then-juvenile, Big Night, was 
purchased from Bruce Livie’s Bobanet Stable for 
$30,000—with a proviso that should their com¬ 
bined 1953 earnings exceed the sale price, a 
$10,000 bonus would be added. 

It was not long after the sale had been ef¬ 
fected that Brazen Brat totalled up $32,650, and 
Big Night won the Maryland Futurity and a 
division of the Pimlico Breeders’ Stakes and 
almost $25,000. The bonus was paid. 

Save perhaps a conditioner, the Capitol will 
be the extent of the six-year-old Brazen Brat’s 
racing at Laurel. She is now pointing for the 
Rowe Memorial Handicap at Bowie. She has 
won stakes in three of her five campaigns. Her 
earnings amount to $97,985.

After Mr. Alfred Roberts’ Maryland-bred Lit¬ 
tle Greg eked out a neck victory in the eighth 
race, and the betting topped the $1,427,000 
mark, the Messrs. Schapiro, Cascarella, Martin 
ind Brady relaxed a bit and reviewed the day’s 
proceedings. With a record-breaker in their 
laps, they were naturally quite happy over it all. 
It was a grand start to the 231-day Maryland 
flat and harness season. Perhaps the best is yet 
to come. 

While the early days of the Laurel session 
were not without a full quota of sterling equine 
performances, it was the red-hot saddle-smith¬ 
ing of a pair of lads named Blum and Boulmetis 
that stole the show. 

Walter Blum is no stranger to Maryland fans. 
He booted home 16 winners at Bowie last fall 
to knot Joe Culmone for the riding champion¬ 
ship. After the Pine Tree track he rode in 
Florida briefly and then journeyed to Santa 
Anita where he scored a triple on opening day. 
Running up against such tough competition as 
Willie Shoemaker, Eddie Arcaro, Ray York and 
Eric Guerin, he more than held his own and 
ended up as the top apprentice at the Arcadia 
track. 

Blum’s success story is typical. He took his 
turn walking hots and galloping horses, and 
under the tutelage of Hirsch Jacobs, whose wife, 
together with Isidor Bieber, holds his contract, 
he graduated into the matinee ranks. Blum rode 
his first winner last summer aboard Tuscania 
and when he scored with the same filly on the 
third day of the Laurel meeting it must have 
brought back the fondest of memories. 

As an apprentice, Blum is not long for this 
world. At the rate he’s racking up doubles and 
triples he’ll soon graduate into a full-fledged 
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pilot. The quartet he racked up on March 24 
was the best day the 19-year-old has had—but 
give him time. 

Sammy Boulmetis is a Baltimore lad and he’s 
been a favorite of local punters since his neo¬ 
phyte days. Sammy took in the Florida circuit 
last winter where he was hotter than a Sheree 
North shimmy. He led all his rivals at the 
Hialeah meeting, in the course of which he 
won the McLennan, with Elixir, and the Florida 
Breeders’ Stakes with Merriwolf. Sammy is no 
flash-in-the pan; he’s got a good pair of hands 
and plenty of ring savvy. 

While Blum and Boulmetis led the way, they 
do not comprise the whole of the riding talent 
at Laurel. Willie Hartack, the West Virginia 
development, who won with 350 mounts last 
year only to be overshadowed by Willie Shoe¬ 
maker for the national title, won the first race 
on opening day. His record speaks for itself. 

Add to this trio the ever-capable Nick Shuk 
and talented young Stanley Small and you’ve 
got one of the best groups of saddle sprites in 
the business. 

The premier attraction of the Laurel spring 
meeting will be the $20,000-added Chesapeake 
Stakes at a mile and a sixteenth on closing day, 
April 10. Publicity Director Bill Jaeger makes 
no secret of the fact that he expects an attrac¬ 
tive line-up for the transplanted Havre de Grace 
fixture. The Chesapeake is restricted to sopho¬ 
mores and it has long been considered a stepping 
stone to the Derby. Three Chesapeake victors, 
Cavalcade, War Admiral and Citation, went on 
to greater triumphs in the Louisville classic. 

Expected to head the starting field this year 
are C. V. Whitney’s strong pair of Fisherman 
and Catspaw, the former was highly rated at 
121 pounds in the Experimental Handicap. The 
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latter won the Belmont Juvenile last year. Mrs. 
John D. Hertz’s Double Speed, unbeaten as a 
two-year-old in 1953, is also slated to contest 
the issue. 

Because of previous commitments in New 
York, where he serves as racing secretary at all 
four of the Empire State’s tracks, John B. Camp¬ 
bell will be unable to return to his post as 
handicapper at Bowie. Donald C. Lillis and his 
lieutenants of the Southern Maryland Racing 
Association have signed up a thoroughly capable 
and experienced replacement in John P. Turner, 
Jr. The Baltimore official has acted in numerous 
capacities at tracks throughout the East. For 
the past eight years he has served as racing 
secretary at Monmouth Park and has held down 
a similar post at Atlantic City for two seasons. 
Last fall he added the post of Director of Rac¬ 
ing at Pimlico to his mounting itinerary. 

Turner has announced that a quartet of stakes 
will be offered during Bowie’s April 12-May 6 
Spring term. There will be no racing on Good 
Friday. 

The Bowie stakes program is as follows: 

The Rowe Memorial Handicap, endowed 
with a purse of $10,000-added, will be con¬ 
tested Saturday, April 17. The Rowe is open 
to three-year-olds and up and is at a distance 
of six furlongs. 

Saturday, April 24, has been chosen as the 
tunning date for the $15,000-added Southern 
Maryland Handicap for three-year-olds and up 
a t a mile and a sixteenth. 

Two-year-olds will get their first crack at 
added money in Maryland on Saturday, May 1 
when the $10,000 Bowie Kindergarten is set 
at five furlongs. 

The closing day attraction on Thursday, May 
6 will be the $ 10,000-added Bowie Handicap 
for three-year-olds and up. Formerly scheduled 
at a mile and 70 yards, the Bowie has been 
trimmed to seven furlongs. 

Raymond Haight, track announcer at Bowie, 
as well as Laurel and other courses, will also 
operate as the Director of Publicity at the Track 
in the Pines this year. He succeeds Billy Ames. 

Native Dancer is in serious training at Bel- 
niont Park preparatory to his 1954 debut. Bill 
Winfrey plans to have him ready for a six- 
furlong pirouette early in the Belmont meeting. 
The gray son of Polynesian wintered at Saga¬ 
more Farm in Glyndon where Manager Ralph 
Kercheval kept him in light training through¬ 
out the cold weather months. He did not miss 
a day under saddle while in Kercheval’s care 
and left the farm ready to breeze. 

Trainer Winfrey has not mapped any hard-

and-fast schedule for the champion, but prefers 
to let the horse show him what he can do first. 
It’s too early to formulate any long-range plans. 
Native Dancer’s first few races and John B. 
Campbell’s reactions will be the deciding fac¬ 
tors. Winfrey has not ruled out the possibility 
of a European foray. He is, however, desirous 
of having Native Dancer win the New York 
handicap Triple Crown of Metropolitan, Sub¬ 
urban and Brooklyn as did Tom Fool last year. 
Should prohibitive poundage influence their de¬ 
cision, owner Alfred Vanderbilt and Winfrey 
instead may elect to contest the King George VI 
and Queen Elizabeth Stakes at Ascot, England, 
on July 18. 

TURNING FOR HOME: Eleven French 
steeplechasers purchased in the interest of a 
committee of infield enthusiasts by Maryland 
steward Joseph F. Flanagan, will be auctioned 
on the open market on April 27 at Belmont. 
Geisha, dam of Native Dancer, foaled a full 
sister to the champion at Dan Scott’s farm in 
Kentucky recently. Pimlico’s Jack O’Keeffe ad¬ 
vises that just about every three-year-old of 
consequence has been nominated to the $100,- 
000-added Preakness on May 22. 

Two Were Unbeaten 

Of the 107 two-year-old stakes winners in the 
United States during 1953, two completed their 
season undefeated. Mrs. John D. Hertz’ Double 
Speed was the winner of his four starts and J. 
W. Rodgers’ Due de Fer was unbeaten in three 
starts.

Booklet Features Champions 

The goal of every breeder is, if not a Triple 
Crown or Kentucky Derby Winner, a stakes 
winner—or at least a winner. In 1951 breeders 
registered a total of 8,581 potential champions 
with The Jockey Club. Perilaps 70 per cent of 
these young Thoroughbreds came to the races 
as 2-year-olds in 1953. Of these, 107 won a 
stakes race in the United States and altogether 
1,946 were winners in their first year of racing. 

The 107 2-year-old stakes winners make up 
the bulk of the TRA booklet, American Cham¬ 
pions and Two Year Olds of 1953 which was 
recently distributed by the Thoroughbred Rac¬ 
ing Associations. 

The tenth in an annual series, the booklet 
includes a brief account of the performance of 
the horses with their pedigree and racing record. 
It is illustrated with photos of many of the more 
prominent and some of the less prominent young 
candidates for the 3-year-old classic races. 

Spencer J. Drayton, executive secretary of the 
TRA. points out in his foreword that: "No at¬ 
tempt is intended to predict future form for the 
horses treated. A two-year-old to be included 
in the booklet must be a stakes winner in the 


United States." However, one man’s opinion of 
the 1953 juvenile crop is included with John B. 
Campbells weights for the Experimental Free 
Handicap. 

Looking back at the 2-year-old stakes win¬ 
ners of 1952 it is noted that of the ninety that 
were included in last year’s booklet, 24 went on 
to win stakes races as 3-year-olds in 1953- 
These included Cain Hoy Stable’s Kentucky 
Derby winner, Dark Star; Alfred G. Vander¬ 
bilt’s Champion 3-year-old colt, Native Dancer 
and Mrs. Ben F. Whitaker’s Champion 3-year- 
old filly, Grecian Queen. 

While there are more than 1,000 breeding 
farms throughout the United States, only 88 
American breeders in 16 states were credited 
with a 2-year-old stakes winner in 1953 and it 
is interesting to note that Kentucky produced 
more than half of the total of 107. 

Twenty of the remaining 47 American bred 
2-year-old stakes winners hailed from California 
while Maryland produced six; Texas, three; Vir¬ 
ginia, New Mexico, Colorado, New Jersey, 
Florida and Washington, two each and Arizona, 
Illinois, Massachusetts, Montana, Nebraska and 
Tennessee each being credited with one. One, 
Turn-to, was bred in Ireland. 

Activity At Pimlico 

Hundreds of workmen are putting in long 
hours on the Maryland Jockey Club’s racing 
plant at Pimlico, but all the fruit of their efforts 
will not be apparent until the fall meeting. 

Bases for many posts of the new clubhouse 
are being set, but these steel ’plinths” will be 
covered and black-topped for the session be¬ 
ginning May 7 and running to the 27th. 

Some improvements will be noted by patrons 
of the spring meet. The concrete steps that 
formerly stretched the length of the promenade, 
have been replaced by a ramp that slopes gently 
from the front of the stands to the rail at track 
level. This will relieve congestion and give 
many more people an opportunity to see the 
races. 

Pimlico will place into use the "recording 
scale” for weighing the riders. As the jockey 
steps on the scale his weight is made visible 
and is placed on a permanent record as well. If 
needed for future reference it will be available. 

Each day during the meeting races will be 
Revised, and on Preakness Day the big event 
will be videoed nationally. Fred Caposella will 
do the call and Sammy Renick and Mel Allen 
will provide the color. 

Minimum purses will be $2,500 and the daily 
average $25,000.

A man who had been an avid follower of 
Maryland racing and a regular patron of the 
tracks died in mid-March. Though he was about 
the paddock nearly every day of racing in the 
st ate, I doubt if a dozen people associated with 
the sport in any capacity knew him, or even 
Noticed him.

The man behind the $50 window knew him 
well. 

Marty, I’ll call him, was a small, rumpled— 
almost seedy—little man, given to wearing hats 
that Alfred Vanderbilt might have thrown away 
in the days when Alfred wore them until they 
fell limp about his ears. Marty was about two 
inches over five feet and weighed about 110 
pounds. Maybe he was 50 years old, maybe he 
was younger. 

There was only one betting unit that he 
considered worth while—$200. When a horse 
struck his fancy, he marched to the window 
and shoved in four fifties—to show. 

I talked with Marty many times. He told me 
what I supposed were his secrets, but they 
seemed so simple that many others must have 
tried them. Maybe he didn’t tell me all his 
secrets. 

He bet, he said, entries—when two or more 
horses were coupled as one betting interest— 
and he wagered to show. 

When Calumet came here, he was in Elysium, 
because the Joneses love to send ’em out in 
pairs—and trios. It was a wild form upheaval 
when they didn’t get part of the money, and 
they only had to get part to make Marty collect 
a bet. 

At one time, he had worked in a box factory, 
or in a canning plant or some such repugnantly 
prosaic place, Marty told me, but that was be¬ 
fore he learned they were giving away money 
at the race tracks. He had tried many methods 
and had studied for long years before he fixed 
upon his betting plan. He was one of the few 
who could keep his money in his pocket if he 
didn’t have a 'play,” though he confessed once 
(and was a little ashamed to admit it) that he 
occasionally threw two bucks at a long shot. 

If, in late years, he had any occupation be¬ 
sides going to the races, he must have attended 
to it at night. Whether or not he always made 
money I don’t know—maybe he was on a pen¬ 
sion—but he always had that $200 ready to bet 
when an entry came up. 

What Marty’s views were regarding the here¬ 
after, he never revealed to me—all he ever 
talked about was racing; but his dream of Para¬ 
dise, I am sure, would be a warm spring day at a 
place like Pimlico. I hope he finds it. 

And I hope there’s show betting. 
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Joseph F. Flanagan prominent Maryland 
horseman, racing official and steeplechasing 
authority, found French racing different and 
vastly interesting during his recent horse-buying 
trip to the land of Worden II, Marcel Boussac 
and Jefferson Davis Cohn. 

"Nearly all the flat-racing stables,” says Flan- 
nagan, "maintain extensive steeplechasing and 
hurdle strings as well. It is as though the Whit¬ 
neys, Vanderbilts, Hertzes and others patro¬ 
nized flat racing during the summer and turned 
to steeplechasing and hurdling during the cooler 
months. 

"Because of this, many successful performers 
on the flat are given opportunities over the 
obstacle courses.” 

Commissioned by 15 enthusiasts of the jump¬ 
ing sport, headed by S. Bryce Wing, president 
of the National Steeplechase and Hunt Associ¬ 
ation, and also a Turf official, Mr. Flanagan 
purchased eleven proven chasers and hurdlers. 
These are to be sold at public auction at Aque¬ 
duct race track on April 27. 

The reported total cost of $100,000 is "not 
exactly accurate,” says Mr. Flanagan. 

"It is difficult to find words to describe my 
impressions of the sport in France, he goes 
on. "Racing is concentrated around Paris. The 
training gallops’ are situated in beautiful wood¬ 
ed country. Long, straight sand strips up to a 
mile and a half in length reach out through the 
forests. On these horses are 'legged up or set 
down for serious works.” 

These gallops, says the Steward representing 
the State of Maryland, are dual-highway affairs, 
with outbound and inbound traffic separated by 
a rounded-off wall of earth. 

Training charges in France are about half 
the American rate and many competent exer¬ 
cise lads are attached to each stable. Rules do 
not limit the number of apprentice boys as in 
this country. The result is that each outfit has 
its complement of capable contract employes. 

Before making any purchases, Flanagan made 
a careful study of the form of all available 
horses, made many inquiries and examined each 
prospect for soundness. In this he was aided by 
Dr. Robert Petuis, of Chantilly, and Dr. Garcin, 
the official veterinary surgeon of the five Paris 
racing associations. 


All the horses purchased were foaled in 
France and are entered in the French Stud 
Book, so are eligible to the American Book. 

Templier, third ranking on the French 1953 
scale of hurdlers, and Eole III, fourth ranking, ( 
are among the Thoroughbreds acquired. All 
eleven will arrive in America on April 20. 

Photos of Condor II and Templier appear on 
these pages. Condor II was a winner on the 
flat at two; won three hurdles and three ’chases 
at three (including stakes) placing eleven times 
in 12 starts. He is four years old. 

Templier, seven years old, was a consistent 
winner on the flat and over the hurdles. At 
two, he won and placed on the flat. At three, he 
won three races and placed four times in ten 
starts 

At four, he won his only two starts over 
hurdles.

JUNIOR HORSE & PONY CLUB 

by MARY CLARK 


It takes many little but important things to 
form something big—just as it takes five chap¬ 
ters to form the Harford County Junior Horse 
and Pony Club. The Havre de Grace Chapter 
is one of these. 

Through year- round activities, this chapter 
carries out the goals of the club. These are: to 
create a love for horses, teach children how to 
ride properly (particularly, those children who 
wouldn’t have much opportunity otherwise), to 
boost sportsmanship, and to learn the care and 
handling of horses at all times. 

On the third Friday of each month an in¬ 
formal meeting is held where business, plans, 
and ideas are discussed and taken care of. But 
in the spring a question bee is held in place of 
the meeting. Here, in the Churchville School, 
practical and non-practical questions are asked 
by a moderator or judge. The questions are 
based on a probable age ability. Twelve and 
under (years, not hands) have one group of 
questions, twelve to twenty-one years are asked 
some harder questions, and those twenty-one 
and over, the adults, are asked the tough ones. 
It’s always an interesting affair and everyone 
goes away feeling he learned something from 
the night’s adventure. 

This year the Havre de Grace Chapter is 
planning a warm-up show sometime in May. 
This will be worth-while; for the constructive 
criticism from the judges will be valuable to 


the riders and to Mr. George Edel who ventures 
up Havre de Grace way every other Tuesday 
from June to September. Mr. Edel schools the 
beginners as well as the polished performers. 

This year, the Eighth Annual School Show 
will be held in July. And for the eighth year 
$100 from the show’s proceeds will be given to 
the Humane Society Shelter at Fallston, Mary¬ 
land. 

Besides road hacking and schooling for the 
shows, the kids work toward their annual trail 
ride in September. 1954 will mark the sixth 
trail ride. This is always an exciting occasion 
for the riders. But it must be thrilling to the 
onlooker who watches the contestants embark 
on their 45-mile jaunt. Ponies travel 20 miles. 
Seventy per cent of the total score depends on 
the rider—the way he cares for his mount and 
the way he rides. Any style of riding is ac¬ 
cepted but that style must work with the horse, 
not against him. The remaining 30 per cent is 
based on time. This is necessary for the collector 
of wild-life species and the potential star gazer! 

A monkey-drills exhibition takes place in Oc¬ 
tober. After the drills have been executed, Mr. 
Edel makes awards to the most progressed mem¬ 
bers of his summer band. 

After a happy, exciting season, the light¬ 
weight breeches are packed away—but a lot of 
active little minds and bodies are busily plan¬ 
ning next year’s big events.

Colonel Mike's Book Full 

John Groomcs who supervises Thoroughbred 
breeding activities at J. Fred ColwilTs Halcyon 
Farm, has announced that the young stallion. 
Colonel Mike, has a full book for 1954. 

Eugene Jacobs, owner of the good * Heliopolis 
horse, returned from Santa Anita recently to 
learn that Colonel Mike had been booked to 
daughters of Eight Thirty, Count Fleet, Bime- 
lech, Pensive, Reaping Reward, Misstep, Hier- 
ocles, Menow, *Bahram and other fashionable 
sires. He was greatly pleased to discover that his 
stallion patronized by mares of such excellent 
breeding. 

Jacobs also was pleased to find two colt foals 
by Colonel Mike that arrived early in March. 
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Maryland’s four night-pari-mutuel harness 
tracks face a paradoxically sore but pleasant 
problem this year—how to accommodate the 
unprecedented hundreds of trotters and pacers 
flocking for a crack at their rich purses. 

Officials of the four tracks had geared them¬ 
selves for record entries, but even the most op¬ 
timistic had not anticipated the tidal wave of 
entries and stall applications flooding the track 
offices these days. 

Hundreds of horsemen who had previously 
confined their campaigning to the lucrative New 
York meets have stormed the Maryland tracks, 
where dates are certain and the purses better 
than ever. 

The Maryland harness season opens on May 
14 with a 20-night meet at Rosecroft Raceway, 
Oxon Hill, Md. Then will follow 20-night ses¬ 
sions starting June 9 at Laurel Raceway, July 5 
at Baltimore Raceway, and July 30 at Ocean 
Downs Raceway, the resort track at Ocean City, 
Md. The combined purse disbursement of the 
four tracks is not far short of a million dollars. 
All four ovals are offering for the first time this 
year a new policy of no entry fees whatever in 
overnight events—which is probably the most 
welcome boon to harness horsemen ever to come 
out of the Free State. 

There is another aspect to the New York 
harness racing having beneficial repercussions in 
Maryland. This is the fact that New York state 
is going to take such a tremendous bite out of 
the handle. It is inconceivable that they will 
be able to sustain their superior purses—which 
for years have given them the advantage over 
other tracks in bidding for the better stables. 

Most important for Maryland horsemen and 
fans is that it means Maryland will have better 
harness racing than ever this season, racing that 
will not be surpassed by any state. At the same 
time the process of weeding out the lesser 
stables, and the fact that some stables will have 
to be turned away because of insufficient ac¬ 
commodation, is a big headache to Maryland 
trot officials. 

Rose croft's Record Entries 

Rosecroft Raceway is a case in point. The 
Oxon Hill, Md., track, offering $250,000 in 
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purses this year, has been swamped with ap¬ 
proximately 1,500 entries for its early closers, 
600 more than last year’s record high. The 
track is only equipped to handle about 800 
horses. Part of the overflow can be stabled at 
Laurel Raceway. But even then, all will not 
possibly be able to compete. 

The 1,500 entries include the greatest har¬ 
ness horses in action today, and most of them 
presumably will campaign right along the 
Maryland circuit in the big free-for-all stakes. 

Twenty-two of the top pacers have been nom¬ 
inated for the first leg of the Triple Crown 
$10,000 Free-For-All Pace to be held June 5 
at Rosecroft. The second leg will be staged 
June 15 at Laurel Raceway. The third and final 
leg will be held at Baltimore Raceway on July 
21. A beautiful "Maryland Triple Crown" 
trophy, valued at $1 000, will go to the horse 
that wins all three legs. 

Heading the nominations for Rosecroft’s leg 
is Hi-Lo’s Forbes, the World Champion (1:58 
3/5) on a half-mile track, owned by Mr. and 
Mrs. Earl M. Wagner of Landover Hills, Md. 
The black champion has a mark of 1:58 and 
boasts winnings of $74,961. He holds the 
Rosecroft track record of 2:01 2/5 and the 
Maryland state record of 2:00 set in the $15,000 
Laurel Invitational at Laurel Raceway last year. 

Another big Maryland-owned contender will 
be Hillsota (2:00) winner of $65,000 as a 3- 
year-old last season. He was purchased last fall 
by Rosecroft president William E. Miller for 
the 1953 record price of $35,000. 

The average speed records of the 22 nomi¬ 
nees is just a fraction over two minutes, and 
their combined earnings total more than half 
a million dollars. Thirteen of the speedsters are 
miracle-milers—having records of 2:00 or less. 
The nominees represent 15 world records. 

Meadow Rice and Keystoner won the Little 
Brown Jug Classic, world’s richest pace, in 1952 
and 1953 respectively. Most of these same 
horses will go in Rosecroft’s $10,000 Henry 
Volo Pace and two $5,000 free-for-all paces. 

Entries Flooding Other Maryland Tracks 

At this writing entries had not yet been an¬ 
nounced at the other three tracks. Entries were 
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William E. Miller , 75-year-old live wire in 
Maryland's harness game, assists Mrs. Miller 
cut the cake on their 50th wedding anniversary. 


closed March 15 at Laurel and Baltimore Race¬ 
ways and will close on April 15 at Ocean Downs 
Raceway. These tracks expect their entries to 
be in line with the record influx at Roosevelt. 

Laurel Raceway is offering more than $260,- 
000 in purses topped by the $15,000 Laurel 
Invitational Pace and five $10,000 free-for-all 
events. Baltimore Raceway also is offering 
more than a quarter-million dollars in purses, 
highlighted by six big $10,000 free-for-all 
stakes. 

The Ocean Downs stakes and early-closing 
program will be headlined by the $5,000 Trot 
and $5,000 Pace of the Ocean Downs Raceway 
Stake No. 1. 

New Presiding Judge In Maryland 

The United States Trotting Association has 
granted a leave of absence to Milton D. Taylor, 
its ace field representative and investigator, to 
make himself available for the post of Presiding 
Judge in Maryland this year. 

D. Eldred Rinehart, Chairman of the Mary¬ 
land Racing Commission, already has announced 
the appointment of Taylor as Presiding Steward

at Rosecroft, and he presumably will be named 
to the other three Maryland tracks. 

Rinehart also announced the re-appointment 
of John T. Sadler, of Cockeysville, Md., and 
Charles E. Cushwa of Hagerstown, Md., as As¬ 
sociate Judges at Rosecroft. 

Taylor, a 46-year-old native of West War¬ 
wick, R. I., succeeds 74-year-old Joseph Mc- 
Graw, of Washington, Pa. Taylor was a trainer- 
driver for 14 years. He has been State Steward 
at Rhode Island Trotting meets and in 1940 was 
in charge of saliva tests for the Rhode Island 
Racing Commission. He served 3 Vi years in 
the Air Force. In 1946, he was appointed the 
first field representative of the United States 
Trotting Association, in which capacity he has 
represented the sport’s governing body at every 
major harness track from Maine to California. 

Wins Old Fashioned 

Frank Bonsai, Jr., of Glyndon, was first across 
the finish line in the Old Fashioned Point-to- 
Point annually staged by the Green Spring Val¬ 
ley Hunt Club, Saturday, March 27th, in the 
Worthington Valley. At first glance one might 
think it was the well-known Maryland trainer 
“Downey” Bonsai who had won the timber race. 
Though “Downey” was in the race, he finished, 

I believe, seventh, and it was his son who was 
ahead of the field by a good ten lengths. 

The day was overcast and there were a few 
bad spots in the course, but it was termed "safe 
and fast” by the veterans.

If the first horse show of the season, held at 
the remodeled Meadowbrook show ring, was any 
indication of how the shows will be this year, 
then we are in for a big season.

Entries were the largest in this area for the 
last few years, with the junior classes having 37 
entries, and most of the hunter and jumper 
classes averaging at least 20. 

In the jumper division Maj. John Meeks’ 
jumper, Disguise, was named champion after 
a close battle with Stanley Jones’ Yellow Jacket. 

The eight-year-old gray gelding by Barred 
Umber got off to a good start by winning the 
jumper warm up, after jumping off with Pat 
Enders’ mare Painted Lady. Disguise then came 
back in the next class, handy jumper, for an¬ 
other blue, plus minor awards for his score of 
9Vl points. 

Yellow Jacket, a six-year-old dun mare, 
leaped a course of 4 feet 6 inches to win the 
knock-down and out, and placed second in the 
F.E.I. and third in the warm up for her score 
of 9 points and the reserve. 

In the hunter division Capt. George Fox’s 
bold-fencing Roustabout, fenced high, wide and 
handsome over the tricky outside course, to win 
the open working hunter, place second in the 
hunter hack and third in the handy for his score 
of 8 Y 2 points and the championship. Miss Pat 
Enders’ Painted Lady, with her smooth-riding 
owner up, won the reserve. Pat, who is well- 
known in the Virginia circuit, was making her 
first appearance in this area. She guided her 
mare to the blue in the handy working hunter 
for a score of 5 points and the reserve. 

In the pony division no championship was 
awarded, but the high scoring entry was Peg¬ 
asus Stable’s spotted pony Hopscotch. Ridden 
by Kay Tattersall the 14.1 hand mare took the

judges eye in the first class, and won both the 
large pony hack and large pony hunter classes. 
Hopscotch was also the high scoring entry in 
the junior division, by virtue of her win in the 
junior hack and second in the junior hunter. 

Second high scorer in the pony division was 
Bobbie Gardner’s Fi Fi, ridden by her owner, 
except when Dottie Hutton took over in the 
hack class. Mary Meissner’s owner-ridden pony, 
Guess What, put in some good performances 
to be in second position in the junior division. 

Three novice classes were held, with the 
novice hack bringing to the ring 32 entries. 
Miss Barbara Bachman and her good looking 
colt, Sundial, won this class over Mrs. John 
Kennedy’s Sagebrush, Dottie Hutton’s Debu¬ 
tante and Roland Hartman’s Little Mitt. 

The novice hunter class was won by John C. 
Hopewell and Magic Ginobi, who shipped from 
Warren ton, Virginia for the show. 

In the novice jumper event Mr. and Mrs. 
William E. Schlusemeyer, Jr.’s Top Hat, ridden 
by Mrs. Schlusemeyer, won the blue after an 
exciting jump-off.

The stables of Oleg Dubbassoff, Peter 
Bostwick, Pete Williams and Joe Kramer were 
also inspected. The winter has been open and 
horses seem to be in excellent condition and 
well forward. The Aiken group should be 
prominent when racing opens up North. 

February 16. Spent the day visiting at 
Camden, South Carolina, with Tom Waller, Jim 
Ryan, Ray Woolfe, Sylvester Veitch and others 
who have wintered at this salubrious center. Vis¬ 
ited Marylander Charlie Shaw at his cottage, he 
having been laid low with a heart condition 
from which he is well on the way to recovery. 
Saw the C. V. Whitney classic candidate, Fish¬ 
erman, who looks in very good bloom. A lot of 
good looking 2-year-olds here at Camden, par¬ 
ticularly Jim Ryan’s big string. Tom Waller also 
has some good prospects. M Stille” Shaw was busy 
training Eddie Taylor’s Canadiana who, while 
no beauty, is a first class race mare. 

February 17. Today was spent at Colum¬ 
bia where ‘Tad” Legere runs a most businesslike 
wintering quarters at the old Fair Grounds. 
Paddocks have been built, buildings have been 
painted and improved, and the place looks as 
attractive as Belmont Park in June. Max 
Hirsch’s immense string of King Ranch and

*Kerkab, bought from the Aga Khan’s English 
and French stables, are attracting a lot of visitors 
to Vernon Valley Farms where Mr. and Mrs. 
Cardy delight in showing their stock. Mrs. W. 
O. Moss keeps things active in the fox hunting 
picture locally with keen interest showing 
everywhere in the sport. The whole Walsh fam¬ 
ily, good horsemen every one, are busy prepar¬ 
ing Mickey’s extensive string for its New York 
campaign, not to speak of various hunt meet¬ 
ings on the way North. 

February 19. Arrived at Annapolis about 
noon, spending a couple of hours visiting old 
friends around the legislative halls of the State 
House. Learned that thought of tax change in 
the Maryland racing law had been dropped for 
this season at least, which was welcome informa¬ 
tion. Heading North across the Bay Bridge for 
New Jersey. 

February 20. Home tonight after a brief 
visit with the Wallis Armstrongs, Jr. Had a 
look at the very active Your Host who is siring 
some excellent foals and is in great fettle just 
now. Also inspected a very promising group of 
Saratoga sales yearlings for this Summer. 

February 21. Drove up to Millbrook, 
New York, today to spend a short weekend with 
Mr. and Mrs. John W. Hanes, discussing more 
racing and breeding problems. 

February 22. Back to Rye, stopping on 
the way to visit Raymond Burr and see his stable 
of good show horses. 

March 2. With Dr. Jordan Woodcock 
and Ted Wahl, of Round Hill Stables, to Stam¬ 
ford, Connecticut, to attend a lively meeting of 
the Professional Horsemen’s Association, Fair- 
field and Westchester Chapters. 

Mareh 5. To Idlewild this morning for a 
quick trip to California on American Airlines 
non-stop Mercury, one of the few domestic 
planes on which seats are allocated to travellers 
(and free cocktails served). Found we had the 
good fortune to be assigned a post position with 
the New York Racing Associations’ Publicity 
Director Robert F. Kelly, so had a very pleasant 
run to the Coast, arriving in 8Vi hours. Jay 
Tyson was on hand to meet us and whisk us 
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over the parkways to Santa Anita and Eaton’s 
Hotel at Arcadia. 

March 6. Out at Santa Anita early this 
morning visiting with Ed Neloy, who has done 
such an excellent job training the Dormar Stable 
horses which we will sell on Monday. Looked 
over the group to be offered, including the vast¬ 
ly improved Lucrative, before racing. The San 
Juan Capistrano was a fine race— IV 2 miles on 
Santa Anita’s excellent turf course. In a first 
class contest Buddy Hirsch saddled the leading 
two horses in Ed Lasker’s By Zeus and King 
Ranch’s Rejected, with Lucrative in third spot. 

March 7. Long day on the road with 
many horses seen in many places. Started out 
with Jay Tyson as chauffeur and Mr. and Mrs. 
Frank C. Bishop, of the Laguna Seca Ranch, as 
travelling companions. Visited the Thomas 
Farm at Glendora on our first stop where Bill 
Foy showed us an old Maryland favorite in the 
big stallion Double Brandy, now syndicated in 
California. Also had a look at the good little 
race horse, Grantor, who is resting from racing. 
Rex Ellsworth was waiting for us at his new 
farm near Chino which is truly an amazing set 
up. All stable construction consists of 2 x 4’s 
laid flat, which, to say the least, gives a good 
solid wall. Ellsworth has a tremendous grain 
mill on the place which would have no trouble 
in supplying feed for all the Thoroughbreds in 
California. At his old ranch, near Ontario, Rex 
showed us California’s leading sire, the beau¬ 
tifully balanced *Khaled, whose success has 
been phenomenal. Charlie Leavitt’s stud was 
also visited, with the attractive Lodge Night 
considerably in evidence, as well as Hyperion’s 
son, *Seven Seas. Down at Beaumont we had 
a chance to see George Ring’s excellently laid 
out stud farm, Three Rings by name, where 
Admiral Drake, Re-Armed and Conversion are 
standing, all three looking very well. The Rings 
have done a great deal with the farm since our 
last visit four or five years ago when former

*Sullivan is one of the most impressive young 
stallions on the Coast. He has all the ear marks 
of a sire. Final visit was with Dr. Frank Porter 
Miller at Riverside. It was growing late so we 
did not go to see the stallions, but did see a 
grand lot of yearlings, a dozen of which will be 
heading East for Saratoga this year. Back to 
Eaton’s in time for a late dinner with Mr. and 
Mrs. Jim Jackson of the California Thorough¬ 
bred Breeders’ Association. 

March 8. Had a first class sale at Frances 
Keller’s Stable in Arcadia, adjacent to Santa 
Anita. With Lucrative at $32,500 and Traver¬ 
tine going for $23,500 the demand for racing 
stock was well pointed out.

Racing in Greece 

When the Greek Jockey Club decided to in¬ 
stall an American starting gate, it obtained plans 
of the Puett Gate and had a model constructed 
in Athens. The problem of finding some one 
familiar with the gate and starting from it then 
arose. The matter finally landed in the hands 
of Fasig-Tipton Compnay in New York who 
turned to their Stable Superintendent, Mary¬ 
lander Bob Duffy, for assistance. Duffy, well 
known as a Maryland trainer who has also had 
considerable experience with the Puett gate in 
Mexico, was the logical choice to send to Greece 
last January. A report on operations has been 
received by Fasig-Tipton Company President, 
Humphrey S. Finney, which was forwarded to 
The Maryland Horse and is reprinted here¬ 
with, along with a letter from Duffy direct to 
this magazine. 

Athens, Greece 
February 9, 1954 

Here a week now and very pleased with it all- 
Had a fine trip throughout with stop-overs at Shan¬ 
non, London and Paris. 

Saw Tulyar at the Irish National Stud and visited 
Paddy Prendergast’s yard. Was most impressed with 
the Curragh gallops and the Irish countryside. 

Had a pleasant lunch in London with Colonels 
Lloyd and Hastings of the British Bloodstock Agency 
who have invited me to spend a few days with them 
at Newmarket. 

There was a sale here yesterday. Fifty-six head 
were sold for an average of $1,353 which I judge 
about made the "Societe” break even. (The Jockey 
Club imports the horses and sells them at auction.) 
They have in effect a plan whereby all the fillies 
are taken back at the end of their racing careers for 
$500 and placed in the Societe operated Stud which 
at the present time has a hundred mares. They in¬ 
tend to market the yearlings. 

The racing is well accepted and on a very good 
plane generally. The course itself is a mile, egg 
shaped, with surface of loam and volcanic ash, the 
surroundings well gardened, warm and pleasant with 
adequate stands, club house and jockey club.

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Purse distribution is good when considered against 
the number of horses competing and the operating 
cost to owners; last year’s average distribution per 
starter was $1,840, trainers’ rates $80 per month. 
Racing Wednesdays and Sundays the year around, 
six races per day with a slight predominance of 
races for Arabs which will gradually decrease. 
Trainers’ and jockeys’ ability on a par with Charles 
Town. 

The new starting gate is a good model and well 
constructed. I have been schooling four days now and 
am satisfied with the progress and reception. Biggest 
problem is teaching assistants; have not yet encoun¬ 
tered anyone who can lead a horse—trainers included. 

Will let you know from time to time how things 
progress.

Many thanks for your kind words in the recent 
issue. 

I understand from Finney that he sent you addi¬ 
tional information from my recent letter to him. 
There are a few more recently acquired impressions 
that might be of interest. 

The Greek people and their government are very 
pro-American, having successively been subjected to 
occupation by the Germans, Italians and English. The 
present military and economic aid received from the 
U.S. accounts of course for their attitude, and the 
presence here of this personnel is responsible for the 
adoption by the management of the starting gate and 
photo finish. More improvements will be forthcom¬ 
ing; most needed at present is the totalizator or at 
least an infield board to advise the betting trend, a 
public address system and outriders. 

Jockeys enjoy a very satisfactory fee scale with a 
mandatory six and a half per cent award from their 
mount’s earnings. Apprentices are rewarded in the 
same manner but their contract employer shares in 
their earnings to the rate of fifty per cent on mounts 
trained by him and he shares the fifty per cent with 
the trainer of any outside horse the apprentice rides. 
This arrangement I think has merit and would cer¬ 
tainly encourage the making of jockeys which our 
Turf writers are forever fostering. 

The purse distribution is excellent, based on the 
number of horses competing and the training costs. 
Every faction is getting a good shake except the bet¬ 
tor; the take is either 20 or 22 per cent, with the 
government and cultural agencies getting 14 per cent. 

The management also, as part of the franchise, 
must maintain a stud of 70 mares which is quite a 
gamble as everyone knows. It is planned that they 
will auction the produce as yearlings. 

My operation has progressed well in the last few 
weeks and the gate begins operation Wednesday, 
March 17th. I will send you pictures of the in¬ 
auguration.

show ring ponies soon come to the fore, but it 
has been to the Maryland State Fair, Timonium, 
Md., Harford County Fair, Bel Air, Md., and 
other county fairs that the breeders have turned 
in order to learn whether their young stock 
was "measuring up.” 

Recently, a few individuals are endeavoring 
to further the Western type pony or "Modern 
American Pony” here in the East. The Mary¬ 
land Pony Breeders’, Inc., feel that there is a 
place for all types of ponies. The harness show 
pony and harness Shetland that are primarily 
shown, fitted, and handled by adults have 
classes in quite a few of the shows and the 
owners of these ponies should be able to find 
ample opportunity to show. 

Not being satisfied with the fields open to 
them, however, it seems that it is the wish of 
this group to invade Timonium with the har¬ 
ness show pony putting the child’s riding pony 
in the background. The Fair Board has been 
criticized by letter on its management of the 
Light Horse Division, the type of classes given 
the ponies, and the judges by an individual who 
to our best knowledge has never shown or at¬ 
tended the Maryland State Fair. 

The Maryland Pony Breeders’, Inc., naturally, 
wants the Pony Breeding Division of the 
Maryland State Fair to grow into an even big¬ 
ger and better show as soon as additional stab¬ 
ling is available with more and more children 
and young people taking part. The manage¬ 
ment has been very sympathetic in regards to 
this division and we feel the classes are well 
run off and an excellent selection to choose 
from. Proof of this is in the fact that classes 
in all three divisions, Shetland, Welsh, and 
Cross-bred, have been filled to capacity with 
ponies. 

In closing let me quote Mr. Finney’s views on 
this subject as it so well expresses ours: 

"My own thinking is that Timonium should 
be maintained as a breeding Show where ani¬ 
mals of true breed type only be exhibited in a 
natural manner. I am absolutely opposed to any 
trend which leads to making ponies a fad for 
adults rather than companions and dependable 
mounts for children. The reason we backed the 
pony development at the State Fair was to en¬ 
courage cross country riding through the de¬ 
velopment of pony breeding. From this start 
strength is given to horse activities in the state 
as the children themselves become older.”
